William Alien Wilbur, professor of 
English: “Each tAcber has, of coarse, 
his owti theory. I like the questionless 
type because it teaches students to sot 
ths subject as s whole. The short *«v- 


i subject as s whole. The short an- 


swer type is all right for freshman, 
when one wante to find out whether 
they know the principles taught, but I 
use the other if I desire * wise discus- 
sion.” 

Charles Sidney Smith, professor of 
Classical Languages: * I prefer the old- 
fashioned type. First of all, my sub- 
ject entails translation. Then, I think 
It’s fair, In sn examination to literature, 
to give the student a general subject 
to discuss rather than questions on de- 
tails which he may have overlooked in 
his reading. Besides, to the new typo 
there’s too much emphasis on the ele- 
ment of chance.” . ' 

Hiram Colver McNeil, .professor of 
Chenfistry: “I’ve tried all types of ex- 
aminations and all types are equally sat- 
isfactory and equally unsatisfactory. I 
would Ilk* to give an examination to 
whidh the students brought their books 
andKetas with which to work out prob- 
tonSr They’d kick terribly after the 
guides came beck — but it would elimi- 
n3e cheating.”
